UTMB students are 
study diligently the 
rules and regulations, 
forcement is the rule. 

1. All students are required to 
attend church and Sabbath school 
at least once each Sabbath, unless 
excused. 

2. Students are required to be 
present at the morning exercises 
of the school and at every recita¬ 
tion, and must render a satisfacto¬ 
ry excuse for tardiness or absence. 

3. Study hours in the College 
building commence at 8:10 A. M. 
and 1:00 P. M., and close at 12:00 
M. and 4:00 P. M. Evening study 
hours extend from 7:00 to 9:00 
P. M. 

4. During study hours all stu¬ 
dents are required to devote them¬ 
selves strictly to study. 

5. No student shall discontinue 
a study except for good cause, of 
which the Faculty shall be the 
judge. 

6. Students must be in their own 
rooms at night after the beginning 
of the evening study hours. 

7. Frequent visiting of each oth¬ 
er’s rooms is prohibited. 

8. Loitering in or about any 
store, shop, office, or street is for¬ 
bidden. 

9. Students shall not keep com¬ 
pany with, nor write letters or 
notes to any other student or per¬ 
son of the opposite sex, without 
permission.

14. Halls and stairways must be 
quietly passed at all times.

the first year it was hard to find 
a building to house the meetings 
because one of the stipulations al¬ 
ways seemed to be "No Smoking.” 
“I knew,” said Mr. Kroll, “if I 
got a bunch of writers together, 
they’d smoke, so we couldn’t meet 
there." Finally a place was found 
for free, and some twenty writers 
turned up at the conference. The 
largest number to attend during 
the five years was fifty. Mr. 
Kroll said, “That was more than 
I could handle.” So, he found 
three assistants: an English teach¬ 
er to work with the nonfiction 
group, a woman from Michigan 
to teach short story, and a moun¬ 
tain boy, who had proved sue-1 
cessful at getting some poems 
published, taught poetry. The di- 


away," he stated, 
writing did start paying off. and 
at the age of thirty, he moved 
with his wife and child to Nash¬ 
ville, 


where he worked his way 
to a master’s degree at Peabody 
College selling stories to maga¬ 
zines. 

His first college teaching was 
done at Lincoln Memorial Uni¬ 
versity, Cumberland Gap. Tennes¬ 
see, in 1925-27. Hhere, Mr. Kroll 
had a class in fiction writing, and 
from that class came such writers 
as Jesse Stuart and James Steel, 
both famed writers, whom this 
teacher has somewhat inspired. 

In 1928, Mr. Kroll accepted a 
position as professor of Journalism 
at Iowa Wesleyan College in Mt. 
Pleasant, Iowa. During this time, 
he taught journalism at his own 
alma mater, Peabody College, 
during the summers. 

In 1936 a position in the Eng¬ 
lish department was open, and out 
of some 80 applications, Mr. Kroll 
was selected to fill the position of 
making feature writers of college 
students. 

When he first came to Martin, 
in addition to teaching a full load 
of courses, Mr. Kroll did the jobs 
that are now handled by at least 
four other persons. 


Although the writer’s confer¬ 
ence had proved to be successful, 
it had to be abandoned because 
it was too much work for Di¬ 
rector Kroll and didn’t allow 
enough time for his own writing. 

Upon recalling experiences at 
UTMB, Mr. Kroll remarked that 
he would have liked to have had 
a class such as the present short 
story group down through the 
years. He remarked that some 
of the students, namely Patsy 
Odom, Ann Pritchett, Doris Het¬ 
tinger, Charles Folks, Eleanor
